Madrid, was recalled today following 
the recall by Spain of Ambaa?ador 
Ojeda. This completes the severance- 
of 
diplomatic 
relations

Spain and the vatican. 
Granted Religious Liberty 
Recently the premier in response 
to a general demand for greater re­ 
ligious tolerance in Spain, issued a 
decree permitting nou-Catholie or­ 
ganizations to display the insignia 
of worship. 
At the time the government and 
the vatican were engaged in a re­ 
vision of the concordat and the pre­ 
mier’s action so incensed the vati­ 
can that it served 
notice 
thAt It’ 
would abandon the revision unless 
the edict were revoked. CanaJejas 
warned the cabinet and .the king that 
a compliance with the Vatican’s de­ 
mand woftld mark the last step in 
the decadence of Spain. The cabinet, 
backed bv Alfonso, refused the Vati­ 
can’s demand and recalled the Span­ 
ish . Ambassador to the vatican. 
As a result the entire nation is 
now in the throes of the greatest ex­ 
citement with both the government 
and the radical clericals claiming 
the support of the vast majority of 
the public in the event of war. 
Alphonso Has Nerve 
* 
The firm stand taken by King Al­ 
phonso, heretofore considered one of 
the royal weaklings of Europe Is a 
big surprise to the country. A de­ 
vout Catholic himself he has come to 
the support of Premier Canalejas in 
the fight for the supremacy of the 
government over th© church and his' 
apparent fearlessness in the present 
crisis has done mu*n to win support 
for the government. 
It is conceded that Alfonso mere­ 
ly acted in self defense, for had ho 
surrendered to the vatican, the Can- 
alejas cabinet would have resigned 
and a ministerial crisis precipitated 
from which it is doubtful whether 
Alfonso had emerged 
wearing 
the 
crown. But at that the king’s actions 
are still a surprise and have elevated 
him more in the general esteem, that 
anything he has done since his mat-, 
rimonial alliance with the royal fam­ 
ily of England. Two things greatly 
complicate the present situation. One 
is the activity of Don Jaime, 
the 
pretender, and the other the unfortu­ 
nate recurrence of severe fighting 
between the Spanish soldiers and 
Riffs tribesman in Morocco, 
who 
they have been trying to subdue for 
more than a year.
